equality for women for the consideration of any 
other issue. Equality will become a reality when 
women of today also place it first. 


As members of a great national non-partisan 
organization of women we have no lack of appre- 
ciation for the seriousness of other national issues 


when we call on women, whose ballots count as 


do men’s, to take their stand for Equal Rights. 


Our direct and intelligent program stands out 
clearly and the time calls for feminist action. 


The immediate thing every woman can do is :— 


Use the interval between now and election to 
communicate with the candidates in an effort 
to make them realize that no issue in this cam- 

ign is as im nt to the human race as 

qual Rights for men and women, and ask 
their assurance now that they will support the 
Equal Rights Amendment. Go to them if you 
can, and take a delegation with you. If you 
can not, write. Advise the Woman’s Party of 
the replies you receive. 


Make clear to the candidates that to write 
the principle of Equal Rights into the funda- 
mental law of the land would in no way con- 
flict with the enactment of laws governing in- 
dustry, provided that these laws give the same 
measure of “protection” and equal opportunity 
to men and women workers. 


Recent issues of EQUAL RIGHTS have printed 
and commented upon Convention Planks and 
Declarations relating to our movement. De- 
mocracy of opportunity for all the people” in 
the Democratic National Platform and “free 
enterprise. . and equality of opportunity” 
in the Republican National Platform, can only 
be realized when laws apply equally for the men 
and women who work side by side. 


Vote for those candidates whom you feel will 
help further the Equal Rights Amendment.

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TWELFTH INTERNATIONAL ENDORSE-

the Equal Rights Treaty, by the Women’s Organi- 
zation for World Order, at the International Con- 
gress at Salzburg. This makes the twelfth inter- 
national endorsement.” 


This information was sent by Miss Paul to 
Jane Norman Smith, Chairman of the Committee 
on Equality of Economic Opportunity of the Na- 
tional Woman’s Party. 


CHEERS FOR ACCOMPLISHMENT 


Anita Pollitzer is back at Headquarters on her 
way to New York City. The months spent travel- 
ing with her husband, Elie C. Edson, on yor! amor a 
Coast and in the South West were filled with eon- 
tinuous activity for Equal Rights. 


Her account of the enthusiastic reception of the 
Equal Rights Program of the National Woman’s 
Party, by women of all interests, is heartening 
indeed and is a sign of the growing strength of 
the demand for Equal Rights. Her talks and lec- 
tures before scores of women’s clubs brought the 
Woman’s Party message directly before thousands 
of women and brought forth new requests from 
organizations wishing to have definite information 
on the Equal Rights Amendment. 


Through the efforts of the Women’s Council 
of the Los Angeles City Schools and the coopera- 
tion of the local teacher’s organizations, Miss 
Pollitzer spoke before the Teachers Institute, 
meeting in Los Angeles. In this series of lectures 
for which credit was given those attending, she 
discussed the economic significance of the Equal 
Rights movement. 


During the Institute week, she addressed a meet- 
ing of Home Economics experts; a luncheon mass 
meeting attended by Presidents and all the larger 
women’s groups in Los Angeles; and an enthusi- 
astic dinner meeting of the Business Women’s 
Legislative Council to which educators and club 
women were invited. Gertrude Rounsavelle, Pres- 
ident of the Board of Education of Los Angeles 
and a member of the National Woman’s Party, 
presided. 

In San Diego, a packed auditorium gathered at 
a meeting sponsored by the San Diego and La Jolla 
Women’s Clubs in conjunction with the San Diego 
Women’s Civic Center to hear Anita Pollitzer dis- 
cuss the Equal Rights Amendment. As a result, 
at their first business meeting the San Diego 
Women’s Civic Center, one of the largest and most 
influential groups in California, endorsed the 
Equal Rights Amendment. 

e Secretary of this organization wrote Miss 
Pollitzer: “On behalf of the San Diego Women’s 
Civic Center, it is indeed a pleasure to convey to 
you our appreciation of your intensely interesting 
and instructive talk on the legal status of women. 


which will be remembered as the outstanding talk 
of this year in our organization. You may rest 
assured that you can rely on our organization in 
every way possible to assist in the furtherance of 
your program.” 

The San Diego observances for National Wom- 
en’s Week” of the National Business and Profes- 
sional Women started off on the note of “Equality,” 
because of the fact that Anita Pollitzer was asked 
to open the series of events at the joint meeting 
of the Business Clubs of that section, held in the 
Assembly Hall at the San Diego Exposition. Using 
the Association’s watchword “Challenge” she 
called on women to meet the Challenge“ of today, 
by rallying to the Equal Rights Amendment as a 
definite program of action. 


At the annual meeting of the San Diego Busi- 
ness and Professional Women’s Clubs held some 
weeks later this organization also went on record 
as endorsing the Equal Rights Amendment. 


While on the West Coast she addressed classes 
of University students, Soroptomists, Altrusians 
and Zontians, and many other organizations in 
San Diego, La Jolla, San Francisco and Seattle, 
always urging that the study of Equal Rights now 
going on in women’s groups, should be turned into 
action in behalf of the Equal Rights Amendment, 
which will as far as law can do, make impossible 
those discriminations against women whch wom’ 
en’s groups everywhere are deploring. 

Before leaving San Diego, she attended the first 
meeting of the San Diego Branch of the National 


Woman's Party, organized as a result of the in- 


terest aroused. Mrs. Arthur Bretz, Legislative 
Chairman of the Women’s Civic Center and promi- 
nent in political and club work in the South West 
was elected Chairman. 


The interchange of ideas with Sue Brobst, Al- 
berta Gude Lynch and other feminists of the Busi- 
ness Women’s Legislative Council, were of gretest 
satisfaction, Miss Pollitzer says, in that this de- 
voted group holds the point of view of the National 


Woman’s Party and is 22 on a constant cam—
